Can’t Understand

Whether there is the slightest foun- 
dation for the belief or not, the 
Phince’s Island proposal stamped the 
Americans as sympathizing with the 
Bolshevik government, or at least tol- 
erating that government.

Relief Fund 


According to the suggestions sub- 
mitted to the Returned Soldiers’ com- 
mission by the Provincial command 
of the Great War Veterans, the $60,- 
000 grant made by the Provincial gov- 
ernment will be spent almost alto- 
gether for relief and administration 
purposes. At the invitation of the 
commission, Major C. W. McInnis, 
Calgary, provincial secretary of the 
G.W.V.A., was present at the meet- 
ing of the commission on Tuesday 
morning and explained any points in 
the suggestions as submitted by his 
organization. 

Payments Retroactive. 

The payments are to be retroactive 
to Jan. 1, 1919, and shall be paid to 
the different locals from the provin- 
clal command according to the per- 
centage of membership .The system of 
sundry separate grants, not including 
straight payments for services render- 
ed by the G.W.V.A, local to the gov- 
ernment, are to be abolished, and be- 
come absorbed in this main grant of 
$50,000. The schedule of distribution 
to all G.W.V.A, locals organized at the 
time the explanation was made out, 
but as pointed out by 
the secretary, Major Mclnnes, where 


| they had anticipated five new locals in 


the first half year, there had been over 
26 already and he expected over 100 
during the year. Tho great number of 
men returning every week was respon- 
eible for this heavy organization of 
locals, 

Loans Limited. 

The grznts are to be controlled by 
the locals and the loans which may be 
made to members under this arrange- 
ment is limited to $59. However, an 
amendment was suggested by the com- 
mission that in case the local was able 


'to pile up a surplus during any quar- 


ter that surplus might be held in re- 
serve as a spectal fund from which 
extra loans might, in the discretion of 
the officers be made in specially acute 
circumstances. 

Dentai Officers Needed, 

The difficulty of getting dental at- 
tention for the returned men again 
came up for consideration, and a re- 
solution Was passed that the 8.C,R, be 
requested that a dental officer be ap- 


pointed at Lethbridge and Medicine 
Hat and such otber piaces as necessary 
to give two days a week or more to the 
treatment of the soldier patients. It 


was also recommended that the clients 
be given transportation to these den- 
tal clinics, 

The secretary reported that all re- 
education literature that had been dis- 
tributed among the overseas batta- 
lions had been called in, This was ne- 
cessitated by the wrong propaganda 
that had been circulated among the 
men overseas in regard to the continu- 
ation of their classes in the khaki uni- 
versity, the land settlement scheme,

march, for women can help, she said, 
tas they had intense and immense pos- 
sibilities never realized before, Every 
difficulty was going to be cleared out 
of the way through kindness, love and 
sympathy and the women ‘were also 
going to etand for their principles if 
they were a united body standing 
jshoulder to shoulder, Here the speak- 
jer pointed out the right and power 
of the National Council and touched 
on, the franchise which though ehe 
was not at first in sympathy for, ape 
now felt that as the women had the 
privelige now they should exercise the 
right to the best of their knowledge. 

The speaker also went more deeply 
into the women’s platform as it seem- 
ed and had become the question of the 
moment, pointing out carefully the 
wide difference between a woman's 
party and a woman’s platform.

Canadian Discharge 
Depot at Buxton 


that morning speaks of the spirit of 
the men of Canada for the future, all 
is well. That spirit must be a power 
for good, 

Then to the C, D. D. I followed the 
troops, I wanted to learn the pro- 
cedure of discharge. At the head- 
quarters I met the father, or organ- 
izer, of the human spirit of the de- 
pot, Col, Paul R. Hanson, whose ex- 
jample and leadership ts felt through- 
jout the whole organization. Captain 
Hunter is but one expression of it, 
His personality influences ali the cf- 
ficera, men and new-co.ners, i ot me 
describe the system of work as I fol- 
lowed it for several lays:— 

Those soldiers having dependents 
larrive from the various camps in 
| England. They are billeted in ‘arge, 
comfortable buildings and huts; are 
well fed and supplied with comforts. 
As soon as possibie after «urival they 
appear in groups before the  cuin- 
manding officer, Colonel Hangon. He 
|sives them fatherly advice as to the 
object of the discharge depot and 
{what is required of the men. Al- 
jthough a military atmosphere neves- 
‘sarily pervades the organization, yet 
{running through it is the first break 
towards the civilian side of construc- 
'tion life and greater liberty. He tells 
these men they are crossing the 
border tine from military to civilian 
life, from the occupation of destruc- 
jon to that of construction; that Can- 
ada has but one purpose, which is to 
|do her part for the returned soldier, 
; who must also remember his part to- 
ward Canada, is that of a “sovereign” 
citizen with power to act. He lays 
down simple rules for their guidance 
‘while arrangements are being made 
\for their embarkation. 

The colonel’s outstanding instruc- 
tion is “play the game fairly.’ He 
shows the men that rules are for their 
own protection. He illustrates this 
point by saying: “A saloon that suld 
4d beer for 8d on Armistice day, rob- 
bed the men, and such saloons were 
| put out of bounds and will remain out 
of bounds for the men’s pictestion,” 
Then; Captain Hunter, the ‘father 
confessor’ of the men, asks them to 
come to him in any trouble, let it be

ing talks from the members of the 
staff on social and industrial subjects 


about Canada; suggestions that may 
quiet restless minds and hel, the men

This social work is carried on in all 
the departments until the day a.'otied

| At the depot is the Convalescent 
Home for the Nurses, the silent work- 
ers of the army, the women who have 
scattered sunshine during their con- 
stan¢ care of our men in sickness and 
death. Sister Florence Pyke, of Mon- 
treal, is in charge, and carries on her 
work in the same spirit for those hard 
workers. 

Let me describe repatriating ar- 
rangements: Major O'Brién, support- 
ed by Col. J. Obed Smith, are respon- 
sible for the details of this work, The 
soldier appears before these officer 
representatives, gives details of his de- 
pendents, where located, how many, 
ete, These dependents are sent Can- 
adian government warrants giving 
them free tickets from the point at 
which they are staying to their ulti- 
| mate destination in Canada, They 
are instructed in such a way that 
| should they be in a distant part of 
| England or Ireland, by toNowing out 
these detail instructions, they will ar- 
rive at the point of embarkation at 
the same time as the soldier will ar- 
rive.

All details as to steam- 
ers, berthings, etc,, have been arrang-

KINMEL CAMP -

Pte. George Alexander Charged

LONDON, April 22.—(Via Reu- 
ter's Ottawa Agency)—The Kinmel 
court-martial was resumed at Liver- 
pool today, Private George Alexan- 
der McLeod was charged with join- 
ing in the mutiny, or attending a 
mutiny without doing his utmost to 
endeavor to suppress.

Between tho time 
when witness returned to the guard 
room and the time when the white 
flag was raised at the end of the riot 
the rioters had charged camp 20 and 
been dispersed. The next time he 
saw the accused he was standing with 
a party of Canadian soldiers on the 
training ground, where one man had 
been wounded. When the witness 
first saw the accused the latter was 
charging with other rioters,
